Dear Ms. Best: 

This is an interim response to your July 16, 2019 Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) 
request, a copy of which is enclosed for your convenience. We received your request on the 
same day and assigned it case number 19-F-1508. We ask that you use this number when 
referring to your request. 

Although we have already begun processing your request, we will not be able to respond 
within the FOIA's 20-day statutory time period as there are unusual circumstances which impact 
our ability to quickly process your request. The FOIA defines unusual circumstances as (a) the 
need to search for and collect records from a facility geographically separated from this office, 

(b) the potential volume of records responsive to your request; and (c) the need for consultation 
with one or more other agencies or DoD components having a substantial interest in either the 
determination or the subject matter of the records. At least one, if not more of these scenarios 
applies or would likely apply to your request. While this office handles FOIA requests for the 
Office of the Secretary of Defense (OSD), the Joint Staff (JS) and other component offices, we 
do not actually hold their records and our office is not geographically located with these 
organizations. As we do not hold the records, until the required records searches are complete, 
we are unable to estimate the potential volume of records or the number of consultations that will 
be required to make a release determination. 



Before we can begin processing your request, we ask that you provide more information 
regarding the information you are seeking. Your request, as it is written, is too broad and not 
reasonably described. In recent court action, James Madison Project (JMP) vs. CIA, the court 
referred to a request as "too broad” because the term "pertaining to" is synonymous to the term 
"relating to," which generally indicates an overbroad request. A request for all documents 
'relating to' a subject is usually subject to criticism as overbroad since life, like law, is a 'seamless 
web,' and all documents 'relate' to others in some remote fashion.” Massachusetts v. U.S. Dep't of 
Health & Human Servs., 727 F. Supp. 35, 36 n.2 (D. Mass. 1989). Such a request unfairly 
places the onus of non-production on the recipient of the request and not where it belongs - upon 
the person who drafted such a sloppy request." 

Before search can continue, we ask that you provide the names of the OSD/JS 
components you believe would have the information you are seeking. Please help us by 
shedding more light on the records you are seeking. Providing the name of the specific OSD/JS 
component that would have the requested records will aid search and speed up processing time. 



For communication records, we request that you provide specific "to" and "from" recipients, by 
name or job title, and subject of the communication. Please clarify what OGAs mean. If we 
have not heard from you by close of business August 16, 2019, we will believe that you are no 
longer interested and close the request. 

Your request has been placed in our complex processing queue and is being worked 
based on the order in which the request was received. Our current administrative workload is 
approximately 2,968 open requests.
